TIRE GOES FLAT 


SACRAMENTO - Do you 
know what to do if youhave 
a flat tire while driving on 
a freeway? 

“Don’t just stop and 
change that tire,’’ Captain 
B. R, SMITH of the Cali- 
fornia Highway patrol, 
says. ‘‘If you do, you may 
place yourself in great 
danger and may even cause 
other accidents. 

“‘The proper procedure 
to follow is to move your 
car to a place of safety be- 
fore stopping, This mey 
mean ruining a tire, but it 
may also mean saving your 
life. 

“The shoulder of the 
freeway, if there is one, 
usually is a safe stopping 
place, but if there is no 
shoulder you should leave 
the freeway before 
stopping. It is highly 
dangerous to stop in the 
center divider strip 
because it is too close to 
the high speed traffic lane 
for safety.’ 

The Patrol commander 
noted that the same pro- 
cedure applies in the event 
of an accident and the car 
is still capable of being 
driven. Leaving a car in 
the flow of traffic after an 
accident creates con- 
gestion and congestion 
creates accidents, he says.

Cotton Growers Advised To Check 
For Aphid And Cutworm Infestations 


by Alan G. George 
Farm Advisor 

VISALIA —- With cotton 
planted four to five weeks 
later than normal, growers 
should carefully check for 
heavy aphid populations in 
their fields. With such a 
late start, nothing should 
interrupt continuous 
growth of the seedling 
cotton plants. 

In most years the aphid 
is not dangerous and 
control is generally not 
justified. _However, ina 
year. such as this, per- 
sistant populations may 
cause damage and result 
in reduced growth and pro- 
duction. 

Aphid colonies can be- 
come dense and look ex- 
tremely injurious, but 
normally are not. 
Generally, this insect does 
not complete its develop- 
ment on cotton. However, 
after careful observation 
when it is found no 
reduction in population has 
taken place after several 
days, due to weather or 
beneficial insects, then 
chemical control may be 
justified with late planted 
cotton. 

Natural control is very 
good during the early sea- 
son and usually follow an 
aphid buildup. Ladybird 
beetle eggs, some larva and 
adults are appearing in 
most cotton fields at this 
time. However, in some 
cases, the ladybird beetle, 
syrphid fly larva and pre- 
dacious wasps are not al- 
ways doing the job. 

Growers should also 
carefully observe any 
freshly chewed up cotton 
plants. Cutworm damage 
has been very severe in 
some fields and is still 
causing concern. Gen- 
erally, these plants will be 
chewed off at the ground 
level. 

Growers observing 
freshly cut off plants should 
dig several inches under 
the soil surface to see if 
cutworms are present. If 
any are found which might 
damage stand, the use of 
chemical control or a bait 
is suggested. Too long a 
delay intreating may result 
in a complete loss of stand.

Burnett company, Chicago 
and Hollywood, the same 
firm that made the now- 
famous “‘rather fight than 
‘switch’ cigarette com- 
mercial. 

Hank got into the act 
through the Pacific Coast 
Equestrian Researchfarm, 
at Badger, this farm 
furnishing the horses, vans 
and trailers. Hank was in 
charge of shoeing the 
horses, with the problem 
being that most ofthe rid- 
ing was done on hard high- 
ways, and to make thetime 
schedule, it was necessary 
to ride at nothing less than 
a fast trot. 

Special shoes were used 
over rubber - pads. to 
cushion the horses’ feet 
and to provide footing on 
the highways. And Hank 
obviously knew what he was 
doing, since no horse went 
lame, and since only one 
shoe was lost on the trip. 

About two weeks were 
required to get the ride set 
up and the horses ready.

SECTION 2374. CAMPING: 

The fee for camping within 
a County Park or Recreation 
Area shall be in an amount 
established by resolution of 
the Board of Supervisors and 
shall be paid in advance. 
Such fees shall be collected 
by authorized employees of 
the Parks Department aud 
transmitted to the Superin- 
tendent, who shall deposit 
them with the Treasurer of 
the County of Tulare. A 
camping permit shall be is- 
sued to the person paying 
the camping fee, which per- 
mit shall state the name of 
such person and the number 
of days for which fees have 
been paid. Campers shall 
show their permits to em- 
ployees of the Parks Depart- 
ment on demand. Campers 
who remain in their im- 
proved campsite after 4:00 
o’clock P.M. shall pay an ad- 
ditional day’s fee.
